A World War III would 
not only be a most terrible cala- 
mity to my people and my coun- 
try but a blow from which civiliza- 
tion itself could hardly recover.

LONDON, Jan, 6.—(Reuters)- 
The ultra-feminist married Women's 
Association of Britain is launching 
a campaign to abolish the divorce

Greek Army 


Increase 


By L. 8S. CHAKALES 

ATHENS, Jan. 6.—(AP)— 
With the consent of the 
United States, the strength of 
the Greek Army is to be in- 
creased by 12,000 men and the 
manpower of the national 
guard is to be boosted to 50,- 
000 men, Premier Themistok- 
les Sophoulis announced last 
night. 

THE DECISION constitutes a 
reply to help given Communist 
rebels by Greece's neighbors and is 
intended to encourage those who 
defended and liberated Konitsa in 
the last week of the old year, he 
said. The announcement was issued 
after Sophoulis conferred with 
Dwight P. Griswold, head of the 
American aid mission to Greece, 

The size of the army thus will be 
swelled from 120,000 men to 132,000 
The present strength of the national 
guard is 28,000 men, making a total 
increase for the two branches of 42,- 
000 men. 

BY STRENGTHENING the na- 
tional guard, Sophoulis said, the 
army will be freed from guard 
duties and enabled to pursue and 
attack the guerillas of Markos 
Vafiades, the rebel chieftain, who 
has proclaimed a Communist state 
in Greece. 

At the same time, the United 
States department announced in 
Washington that as part of the pro- 
gram to aid Greece in its fight) 
against Communism, Britain had} 
been given blanket authority to} 
transfer lend-lease military equip 
ment to the Greek government 

The equipment, surplus to Brit-j| 
ish needs, already is in Greece, but

To Counter War by Kremlin 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—(AP)— 
Harold E, Stassen, candidate 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination, outlined yesterday 
a five-point program which he 
said “could” by 1950 result in 
“the inability of the Kremlin 
to successfully wage agressive 
war and diminishing Commun- 
ist strength in ott®r nations.” 

The five points expounded in 
an address to a Republican 
club meeting are: 

1, Demonstrate the continued 
success of the American system 
by “a network of inter-related 
measures of limited powers in 
government , , . and of a vari- 
able federa] fiscal program, all 
to check booms and avoid de- 
pression busts.” 

2. Place the Marshall Plan 
“on a sound and businesslike

Are Rescued 


KODIAK, Alaska, Jan. 6.— 
(BUP)—Thirteen shipwreck 
survivors were due to arrive} 
at the naval base here today 
after a daring Coast Guard 
rescue party took them off 
icy Cape Kanatak on the rug-| 
ged Alaska coast. 

THE COAST GUARD crew land- 
ed through a raging surf one mile 
from the cape where ‘he motorship

jrescuers made their way over

vivors huddled in the shelter of

To women and a six-year-old boy 
were among the shivering sur-
